College”

paid as follows: 
'2 bv the stu­ 
dent in the form of tuition. v4 by 
the sponsoring district, and D by 
the state. 
Senator Keller com m ented that

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Makefield School Board Meeting Educational

A meeting of the Lower Make­ 
field School Board last night was 
both educational and amusing. 
Where else could you pick up 
such diverse things as the defini­ 
tion of a camel, “ a horse de­ 
signed by a committee.” learn a 
fist full of information on the 
headaches of building a new ele­ 
m entary school, and at the same 
time hear the rem ark, ‘‘lf the 
township lures industry into the 
area to bring in more tax ratables, 
then won’t the state reimburse­ 
ment to schools be lowered?” The 
answer is yes. 
But Pennsbury Deputy Regional 
Superintendent William W. Ingra­ 
ham noted that the decrease in 
state aid due to industry would 
not be a great one, because in­ 
creased population is also con­ 
sidered for state reimbursement. 
Formal Action 
The formal action taken by the 
board consisted of just one deed. 
The board passed a motion made 
by John Bodnarik and seconded 
by Mrs. W. McKendree Scott, that

convenience 
it 
would meet with the township 
planning commission and school 
administration to discuss a site 
for a new school 
At the last monthly meeting, the 
school board passed another care 


than build additions to present 
school buildings in Makefield. 
In both instances, the board has 
avoided particulars like the new 
school's size, location and number 
of

hasn’t made up its collective mind 
y e t 
Dr. Charles S. Muschell, region­ 
al superintendent of Pennsbury 
Schools of which Makefield is a 
member, has compiled a lot of 
data on expansion plans and has 
studied the problem along with 
Ingraham for some months. 
Advice Accepted 
Their recommendations on ex­ 
pansion were made at the board's 
last meeting and last night were 
reiterated. In gist. Dr. Muschell 
suggested building 
a 
new ele­ 
mentary school to meet continued 
population growth in Makefield. 
The board took his advice. 
Last night, Dr. Muschell started 
out by talking about a 21-room 
new school, and strongly urged 
the board to go ahead and name 
an architect because the architect 
would also be able to advise the 
board on picking a site. 
Board President Ross Benning­ 
ton then dug up old heaoaches, 
by bringing up the Quarry Hill 
School. He asked for a full ex­ 
planation as to why the 33 acre 
site could not be used as the site 
of the new school, thus enabling 
fully worded motion ‘‘to erect a ‘both 
schools

make use 
of 


400 Students 
Dr. 
Muschell 
explained 
that 
there are 400 students 
in the 
school and that, according to pre­ 
sent new zoning laws, this area 
is less likely to expand than some 
other areas in the township. Be­ 
sides, there are transportation and 
sewer problems, he added. 
‘‘There seems to be great prolif- 
ieration in Makefield,” he said, 
whyly, ‘I don't know why it is, 
maybe the air.” In conclusion, he 
cited extra transportation costs 
involved with a Quarry Hill site 
and pointed out the main need is 
to relieve the present Makefield 
School over-population.

He 
suggested they might profitably 
se11 rome of Quarry H ills 33 
acres, rather than let it stand un­ 
used.
